Owing to the seriousness of the 
coal shortage 
in Gettysburg, 
steps 
were taken this morning to secure 
relief, and 
the 
following 
tele-gram 
signed by J. L. Butt was sent to Con­ 
gressman Brodbeck: 
“This town 
without coal. 
Fuel 
situation alarming. Can’t you get into 
communication 
with 
the 
National 
Fuel Administration and secure an 
immediate alleviation of this condi­ 
tion ?” 
This afternoon 
Mr. Butt received 
the following reply: “Telegram 
re­ 
ceived. Have conferred w ith Dr. Gar­ 
field who will intercede with the Fuel 
Administrator of Pennsylvania, 
Mr. 
Potter, who is in Washington to-day”. 
The Gettysburg Furniture Factory 
is practically without coal but suffi­ 
cient wood has been purchased to 
keep it going. The Court House sup­ 
ply will not last longer than the be­ 
ginning of the week. 
Several of the 
business buddings of town are prac­ 
tically without any coal at all, and 
dozen* of residences have been feel­ 
ing the pinch for days. 
Many per­ 
sons are heating only 
one 
or two 
rooms, others are burning wood, and 
generally the condition is daily grow­ 
ing worse. 
The dealers have little 
or no coal, and slight prospect of get­ 
ting any. 
Hanover is declared to be well sup­ 
plied ami a number of other towns 
in tin* vicinity report that they are 
getting coal without much difficulty. 
In Gettysburg the coal dealers give 
only a portion of the order ani dis­ 
tribute each car as widely as pos­ 
sible so 4** to afford temporary relief 
and tide over the time until there 
will be sufficient quantity received to 
supply all.

John Alexander, a quarryman at 
Bittinger Station, was arrested Tues­ 
day by state constables, charged with 
aiding the enemies of the United 
States.

The police say he was picked up 
on general principles and was not fit 
to run at large, hut the charge would 
indicate that the authorities have evi­ 
dence of some act committed.
